of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1956 


To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Arnold  Urban  District  Council. 

Arnold  1957. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen. 

In  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  Arnold  during 
1956  I have  to  record  a further  addition  to  legislation  without  any 
increase  in  resources  to  carry  out  its  intentions.  Obviously  with  such 
measures  as  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1955,  the  really  valuable 
work  is  that  of  educating  the  public,  and  particularly  food  handlers, 
in  food  hygiene.  Little  opportunity  has  been  afforded  to  us  to  carry 
on  such  education  so  far  for  lack  of  staff ; yet  such  activity  is  necessary, 
as  is  revealed  by  the  amount  of  swallowed  infection  in  the  community. 
Analysis  of  acute  infections  in  children  attending  the  clinics  shows 
that  diarrhoea  is  due  to  swallowed  infection  though  put  down  by  the 
parents  to  teething  or  other  irrelevant  cause.  Quite  commonly  more 
than  one  member  of  the  family  is  affected. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Service. 

These  services  are  in  control  of  the  Notts.  County  Council  and  at 
the  three  Clinics  in  the  area  4 sessions  of  Child  Welfare  are  held  weekly 
and  one  ante-natal  session  fortnightly.

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The  commonest  disabilities  were  : (i)  diarrhoea  (67  cases,  of  which 
24  were  associated  with  vomiting),  (ii)  upper  respiratory  infections  (64 
cases),  (iii)  44  cases  of  otitis-media  following  the  infection  or  some 
specific  disease,  and  (iv)  napkin  rash  (22  cases).  There  were  6 cases  of 
“Nottingham  disease”. 

Among  babies  under  4 months  old  there  were  62  cases  of  under- 
feeding (artificially  fed  42,  breast-fed  20).  In  breast-fed  babies  the 
cause  is  most  often  lack  of  rest  in  the  mother.  Advice  was  given  on 
breast-feeding  in  21  cases,  on  artificial  feeding  in  20,  and  on  mixed  diet 
in  19.  Interference  with  feeding  was  often  caused  by  infection  in  the 
child  (12  cases),  mother’s  illness  (4  cases),  and  teething  (5  cases).

Infectious  and  Contagious  Diseases. 

1956  saw  an  outbreak  of  a form  of  virus  infection  giving  rise 
sometimes  to  a mild  though  uncomfortable  meningitis.  Meningitis 
of  similar  type  was  well  known  before,  but  an  added  characteristic  of 
this  outbreak  was  increased  infectivity  ; sometimes  everyone  in  the 
family  was  affected.  There  were  no  deaths  in  this  area  from  this  cause. 
The  nature  of  the  infecting  agent  is  not  certain  but  it  is  believed  to  be 
a virus. 

Tuberculosis. 

No  complacency  is  in  order  regarding  this  disease. 

The  15  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified  in  Arnold  during  the 
year  were  all  pulmonary.  Treatment  of  this  disease  has  made  great 
strides  since  the  last  war  but  the  incidence  remains  disappointingly 
high.  Slum  clearance  and  other  means  of  maintaining  high  living 
standards  are  still  most  important  means  of  controlling  this  infection. 
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Food  Poisoning. 

There  were  two  deaths  from  gastro-enteritis  during  the  year. 
Obviously  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955,  will  be  helpful,  but 
the  really  valuable  work  will  be  that  which  educates  food  handlers  and 
the  general  public  in  the  value  of  personal  hygiene.  The  number  of 
gastro-intestinal  infections  which  come  to  the  notice  of  this  depart- 
ment appear  to  be  a small  fraction  of  those  which  actually  occur. 
Many  cases  are  not  treated  by  the  family  doctor  although  the  whole 
family  may  be  stricken.  The  simple  procedure  of  washing  the  hands 
after  using  the  toilet  would  prevent  many  of  these  infections. 

Analysis  of  acute  infections  in  children  attending  two  of  the  Child 
Welfare  Clinics  shows  that  diarrhoea  heads  the  list  of  diseases 
voluntarily  complained  of  by  mothers  and  occurring  in  babies,  and 
further  investigation  of  56  of  these  cases  gave  the  following  infecting 
organisms  :

There  appears  to  be  no  tendency  at  the  moment  for  the  birth  rate 
to  fall  further. 


Deaths. 

Two  obstinately  rising  tendencies  oppress  us  nowadays  as 
unnecessary  causes  of  death  : (1)  coronary  thrombosis — the  main 

rise  being  in  middle-aged  males  of  the  group  who  eat  too  much  and 
take  too  little  exercise  ; and  (2)  cancer  of  the  lung. 


Infant  Mortality. 

There  were  5 infant  deaths  during  the  year.  A generation  or  two 
ago  infection  played  a large  part  in  infant  deaths  but  as  the  table 
below  shows  this  cause  has  largely  been  eliminated  today.

Food  Poisoning. 

Five  of  the  food  poisoning  cases  were  discovered  by  examination 
of  children  in  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics,  the  other  four  were  cases 
of  paratyphoid  B all  occurring  in  one  family.  The  strain  of  organism 
of  the  paratyphoid  B group  implicated  was  one  which  occurs  rarely 
in  infants,  but  it  had  occurred  in  recent  years  in  a large  industrial  city 
in  the  North  of  England  and  in  a large  seaside  resort.  The  mother  of 
the  four  little  children  infected  had  visited  this  resort  on  a day’s  outing 
and  eaten  one  meal  at  a cafe  therein  some  weeks  before.  She  was 
persuaded  to  give  up  her  work  in  a food  manufacturing  firm. 


Scarlet  Fever. 

As  is  usual  nowadays,  all  five  Scarlet  Fever  cases  were  mild  and 
were  nursed  at  home. 


Whooping  Cough. 

The  younger  the  child  the  more  serious  is  this  complaint.  Only 
one  case  occurred  in  a child  under  2 years — in  a baby  aged  10  months. 
She  was  admitted  to  Heathfield  Hospital  and  made  a good  recovery. 


Measles. 

This  disease  tends  to  occur  in  biennial  pandemic  and  1956  was  a 
relatively  free  year,  only  one  case  being  reported — by  a hospital — 
although  a few  others  are  believed  to  have  occurred. 


Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

Both  cases  of  poliomyelitis  survived  the  attack. 


Diphtheria. 

No  case  of  diphtheria  has  occurred  in  Arnold  during  1956.

Care  of  the  Unmarried  Mother. 

Cases  under  this  heading  have  been  dealt  with  during  1956  and 
excellent  co-operation  exists  between  the  Health  Staff,  the  County 
Almoner  Service  and  the  Southwell  Diocesan  Board  of  Moral  Welfare. 

All  cases  are  admitted  to  hospital  in  order  that  all  necessary  steps 
can  be  taken  to  rehabilitate  the  mother. 


The  Child  Welfare  Service. 

This  service  catering  for  the  pre-school  child  has  continued  to 
have  a satisfactory  year  of  work.  All  newly  born  babies  are  visited 
as  soon  as  possible  after  discharge  from  the  Maternity  Hospital  or 
after  the  Midwife  has  ceased  to  attend  and  advice  is  given  by  the 
Health  Visitor.

Despite  the  decrease  in  child  population  the  actual  number  of 
children  immunised  has  increased.  This  means  an  improvement  in 
the  percentage  of  children  immunised  which,  if  further  improved, 
should  in  due  course  reach  the  safety  level. 

Daily  Guardians. 

The  Local  Health  Authority  maintain  a system  of  daily  guardians. 
This  is  a service  looking  after  the  children  of  mothers  who  must  go  out 
to  work.  There  is  no  Day  Nursery  available.  The  mother  concerned 
must  find  the  guardian  and  if  approved  by  the  Local  Health  Authority, 
they  will  pay  a small  amount  to  the  guardian,  the  mother  having  to 
make  her  own  arrangements  for  the  cost  of  feeding  and  attention. 

Home  Help  Service. 

A Home  Help  Service  is  provided  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County 
Council  as  Local  Health  Authority  and  there  is  a Local  Organiser  for 
the  Carlton  and  Arnold  Urban  Districts.  This  Organiser  is  located 
at  Park  House  Clinic,  Carlton  (T.N.  Nottm.  24-7151),  and  can  be  seen 
at  Arnot  Hill  Park  Clinic  on  Thursdays  from  12  noon  to  2 p.m. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  are  responsible  for  this 
service  and  maintain  the  Arnold,  Woodthorpe  and  Daybrook  District 
Nursing  Association.  There  are  three  District  Nurses  available.

A Medical  Officer  attends  every  Monday  morning  but  not  on 
Thursdays.  The  clinic  is  held  in  the  premises  of  the  Child  Welfare 
Centre  in  Arnot  Hill  Park. 

An  Opthalmic  consultant  conducts  a clinic  on  alternate  Mondays 
at  Arnot  Hill  Park  Clinic.

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  this  Section 
of  the  Act  during  the  year  1956.  This  section  deals  with  the  removal 
of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention  who  are  unable  to  look  after 
themselves.

I do  not  propose  to  enlarge  on  the  subject  matter  in  the  following 
pages,  which  covers  mainly  the  work  of  the  technical  staff,  without 
drawing  attention  to  the  large  volume  of  clerical  work  and  records 
involved  in  making  this  report  possible. 

The  matters  with  which  I am  deeply  concerned  at  the  present 
time  are  : — 

(1)  House  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

(2)  Food  Hygiene — inspection  of  premises  and  sampling. 

(3)  Factories  Act  1937. 

which  I feel  should  receive  more  detailed  supervision  than  is  possible 
at  present.

Water  Supply. 

The  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Nottingham  is  the  Water  Authority 
for  this  Urban  District. 

A constant  supply  of  drinking  water  has  been  available  through- 
out the  district  during  the  year. 

One  sample  of  drinking  water  was  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  for  Bacteriological  examination.  The  report  was 
satisfactory. 

One  sample  of  water  from  the  public  supply  was  submitted  to 
the  Public  Analyst  for  chemical  analysis,  also  one  sample  of  a mixture 
of  well  water  and  public  supply  from  the  storage  tanks  on  the  roof  of 
a local  factory  serving  works  canteen,  factory  premises  and  dwelling 
houses.

Public  supply  sample  : At  the  time  of  sampling  this  w ater  was  of 
suitable  bacterial  and  chemical  quality  for  human  consumption, 
domestic  use  and  dairy  purposes. 

Works  canteen  sample  : At  the  time  of  sampling  this  water  was  of 
unsuitable  bacterial  quality  for  human  consumption  and 
domestic  use. 

Two  samples  of  water  from  the  factory  supply  were  submitted  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  on  the  17th  October  for  Bacteiiological 
examination  ; one  sample  from  the  works  residence  gave  colifonn 
bacilli — 1 per  ml  ; one  sample  from  the  works  canteen,  result  satis 
factory,  although  in  the  report  of  the  Public  Analyst  above  it  will  be 
seen  that  bacillus  coli  wras  present  in  10  ml. 

Action  taken  in  eliminating  the  well  water  from  the  storage 
tanks  and  re-filling  with  public  supply  proved  satisfactory.  Two 
further  samples  on  the  31st  October  were  entirely  satisfactory.  It  is 
hoped  to  supply  the  canteen  and  cottages  wuth  a direct  public  supply 
eliminating  the  intermittent  storage  tanks  at  roof  level,  these  to  be 
retained  for  well  water  for  processing  and  fire  prevention  purposes. 


Swimming  Baths. 

The  Public  Baths  have  been  well  conducted  during  the  year 
under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Baker.  No  complaints  were  received 
by  the  Health  Department. 

Total  income  for  the  year  ending  31st  March,  1957,  amounted  to 
£2,053,  against  an  expenditure  of  £4,723  leaving  £2,670  charged  to 
the  Rate  Fund,  equivalent  to  a 2-5d.  rate. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  major  storm  water  scheme  prepared  by  the  Council's 
Consulting  Engineers,  Messrs.  Elliott  and  Brown  of  Nottingham  to 
whom  I am  greatly  indebted  for  the  following  information,  was 
commenced  by  the  Contractors  E.  Somerfield  & Sons  Ltd.,  in  1954. 

The  first  phase  of  the  scheme  was  completed  in  1956  and  a 
Contract  for  the  second  phase  was  agreed  and  work  commenced 
during  the  early  part  of  1956. 

This  second  phase  includes  for  the  provision  of  an  additional 
soakaway  or  storage  area  on  the  east  side  of  the  Daybrook  channel 
necessitating  the  excavation  of  25,000  cube  yards  of  rock  sand.  This 
soakaway  will  have  five  times  the  capacity  of  the  one  constructed  on 
the  West  side  of  the  channel  included  in  phase  1 Contract. 
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Phase  2 Contract  also  includes  for  the  construction  of  a new 
surface  water  culvert  from  the  head  of  the  recently  constructed  box 
culvert,  through  Arnot  Hill  Park,  across  George  Street  and  the 
Recreation  Ground,  along  Charles  Street  to  Nottingham  Road  and 
then  along  Front  Street  to  Coppice  Road.  The  size  of  this  culvert 
varies  from  51-in.  diameter  to  42-in.  diameter.  An  18-in.  diameter 
culvert  will  be  laid  along  St.  Albans  Road  and  Furlong  Street  and  a 
30-in.  diameter  connection  along  Arnot  Hill  Road. 

Increases  in  the  capacity  of  the  foul  sewers  by  laying  a new  sewer 
along  Mansfield  Road  from  Valley  Road  to  Daybrook  Square,  then 
along  Nottingham  Road  as  far  as  Coppice  Road.  The  size  of  the  pipes 
varying  from  24-in.  diameter  to  12-in.  diameter. 

The  total  cost  of  the  full  scheme  including  phase  3,  which  has 
yet  to  be  negotiated  is  estimated  at  £271,400. 


Cost. 

Foul  sewerage  from  the  whole  of  the  built  up  area  of  the  Urban 
District  is  dealt  with  by  the  Nottingham  Corporation  at  their  disposal 
works  Stoke  Bardolph  at  a cost  to  this  District  of  £6,953  for  the  year 
ending  31st  March,  1957. 

The  cost  of  maintenance  and  repairs  of  sewers  within  the  Urban 
District  for  the  same  period  was  £5,805  including  £3,972  Loan 
Charges  ; this  figure  also  includes  the  Loan  Charges  on  the  major 
storm  water  scheme  previously  mentioned. 


Rivers  and  Streams. 

There  are  no  Rivers  or  Canals  within  the  District. 

The  five  tributary  streams  draining  the  areas  : — 

1.  Gedling  Road  confluence  via  Arno  Vale  Road  and  Thackerays 
Lane. 

2.  Coppice  Road  confluence  via  Bentwell  Avenue  and  Brookfield 
Road. 

3.  Kingswell  confluence  via  Nottingham  Road  Recreation  Ground. 

4.  Calverton  Road  confluence  via  Front  Street  and  Nottingham 
Road. 

5.  Redhill  confluence  via  Mansfield  Road  to  Jubilee  Road. 

All  converge  into  the  Daybrook  which  in  turn  discharges  into 
the  River  Leen  at  Bobbers  Mill  in  the  City  of  Nottingham,  via  the 
Valley  Road  Playing  Fields. 

This  section  should  be  read  in  conjunction  with  the  preceding 
report  on  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 
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Closet  Accommodation. 

The  position  throughout  the  district  generally  is  in  my  opinion 
entirely  satisfactory  in  that  a water  carriage  system  operates  to  the 
extent  of  100  per  cent. 

What  few  adverse  conditions  exist  mainly  as  regards  “sufficiency” 
will  be  dealt  with  under  the  Five  Year  Slum  Clearance  Programme. 


Cesspools. 

There  are  approximately  107  cesspools  in  the  outlying  parts  of 
the  Urban  District,  on  the  East,  Northeast  and  Northern  boundaries, 
where  public  sewers  are  not  available.  These  are  emptied  by  the 
Council  on  request  twice  a year  (Spring  and  Autumn)  at  a charge  of 
30s.  Od.  per  800  gallons. 

Atmospheric  Pollution. 

Eleven  complaints  were  received  during  1956  as  against  4 in  1955 
and  13  in  1954,  40  visits  and  observations  were  made. 

Four  factories  and  one  foundry  were  the  main  source  of  pollution 
and  the  management  were  written  to  regarding  observations  taken. 
It  is  often  found  that  although  plant  is  equipped  with  up  to  date 
means  of  smoke  prevention  the  “human  element”  does  crop  up  from 
time  to  time. 

In  the  case  of  the  foundry  I am  satisfied  that  with  100% 
efficiency  in  operating  methods  that  it  is  possible  to  eliminate  any 
cause  of  nuisance  from  fumes,  smoke  and  grit,  and  the  secret  appears 
to  be  the  rate  of  loading  of  raw  materials  in  relation  to  the  fire 
temperature  of  the  Cupola. 


Clean  Air  Act  1956. 

This  important  new  legislation  came  into  operation  as  regards 
certain  provisions  on  31st  December,  1956  giving  power  to  the 
Minister  to  make  an  Order  fixing  a date  in  the  earlier  part  of  1958  as 
the  appointed  day  for  the  remaining  provisions  of  the  Act.  More 
observations  on  this  measure  will  be  made  from  time  to  time  in 
subsequent  reports. 


Public  Cleansing. 

This  important  and  essential  service  has  been  maintained  with 
more  regularity  since  the  partial  reorganisation  of  the  service  took 
place  in  April,  1955,  although  a 7 day  collection  has  not  been  available 
throughout  1956.  It  is  usually  at  Bank  Holiday  periods  the  work  falls 
into  arrears,  especially  after  Christmas  with  the  heavy  volume  of 
refuse,  short  days  and  inclement  weather. 
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The  following  table  summarises  the  position  at  the  end  of  each 
month  on  the  3 main  teams  engaged  in  collection.

One  new  10  cubic  yard  Dennis  (petrol)  side  loading  vehicle  came 
into  service  in  February,  replacing  the  Freighter  (1938)  which  will  be 
used  as  a relief  vehicle,  also  one  7 cubic  yard  Karrier  (petrol)  side 
loading  vehicle  in  February,  1956  replacing  a similar  vehicle  (war-time 
utility  model)  taken  out  of  service. 

Time  lost  due  to  Sickness  and  Injury,  Holidays  and  Absenteeism 
872|  man-days  is  about  average,  equivalent  to  3 -25  men  off  work  per 
week  as  compared  with  3T  in  1955  and  3-4  in  1954. 

Costs  have  risen  to  £14,767  for  1956  as  against  £13,227  in  1955, 
an  increase  of  £1,540  due  to  increase  in  Wages,  Superannuation  and 
Insurance  on  Collection  of  £1,100,  Vehicles  including  drivers  wages 
£500,  Clothing  and  Sundries  £100,  Disposal  costs  are  down  by  £160 
from  £2,019  in  1955  to  £1,848  in  1956  due  to  Wages — saving  on 
watchman  part  year  £76  and  Transport  £78. 

Petrol  rationing  came  into  operation  in  November,  1956  arising 
from  the  Suez  incident,  a reduction  of  10%  on  Motor  fuel  supplied  in 
October  was  imposed  by  our  suppliers,  bulk  buying  coupons  being 
issued  later.  Happily  no  adverse  effect  was  felt,  but  on  the  other  hand, 
collection  of  house  refuse  could  have  been  brought  to  a complete 
standstill. 

Incentive  bonus  scheme  : A scheme  to  encourage  and  maintain 
a regular  weekly  collection  was  formulated  in  March,  1956  on  the 
instructions  of  the  Committee.  The  Scheme  was  referred  to  the  men 
for  consultation  with  their  Union  officials  but  at  the  time  of  writing 
this  report  no  final  decision  has  been  made. 
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The  average  number  of  men  employed  on  collection  and  disposal 
each  week  was  23-8  as  against  23*3  in  1955  and  20-35  in  1954.

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HOUSING. 


The  Waiting  List  for  council  houses  showed  a further  decrease 
of  76  at  the  end  of  1956,  649  cases  as  against  725  in  1955. 

The  Waiting  period  at  the  end  of  December,  1956  was  exactly  5 
years.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  (December,  1957)  the  period 
has  increased  to  5 years  7 months. 

139  new  applications  were  received  in  1956  of  which  91  were 
from  single  persons. 

The  tables  later  in  the  Report  give  various  information  which  I 
trust  will  be  of  interest  to  Members. 

Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954. 

Five  applications  were  received  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair 
making  a total  of  8 since  the  Act  came  into  operation  on  the  30th 
August,  1954.  4 of  the  5 certificates  have  since  been  revoked. 

Housing  Act,  1949-  Improvement  Grants. 

Seven  applications  were  received  affecting  8 houses  during  the 
year.  The  following  4 applications  were  approved  : —

Sium  Clearance. 

Good  progress  was  made  during  1955  with  the  continuance  of 
the  5 Year  Slum  Clearance  Programme.  28  demolition  orders  were 
made  and  a further  31  dwelling  houses  demolished,  displacing  91 
persons.  This  makes  a total  of  42  houses  demolished  since  the  scheme 
commenced  on  1st  September,  1955. 

Apart  from  the  erection  of  three  blocks  of  4 x 1 Bedroom  Flats  on 
the  Oxclose  Estate,  9 of  which  were  used  for  the  transfer  of  persons 
living  alone  in  3 bedroom  Council  houses,  no  building  of  accommodation 
specifically  for  slum  clearance  was  carried  out,  so  that  apart  from  the 
nine  cases  mentioned  the  bulk  of  the  work  accomplished  under  the 
slum  clearance  scheme  has  been  by  transfers  or  switching  of  tenants 
from  existing  accommodation  when  relets  have  occurred.  The  speed 
by  which  the  programme  is  carried  out  is  governed  entirely  by  the  rate 
of  building  of  new  accommodation. 

'l'lie  policy  of  the  Committee  in  acquiring  property  for  demolition 
and  the  subsequent  redevelopment  of  the  sites  for  re-housing  purposes 
and  other  incidental  improvements  has  been  actively  pursued  during 
the  year,  and  it  is  quite  possible  that  the  whole  of  the  programme 
involving  some  462  houses  may  be  completed  by  the  use  of  sites 
already  acquired  and  further  sites  as  and  when  demolition  is  completed.

Food  Inspection. 

The  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1955  made  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955  came  into  operation  on  1st  January, 
1956  with  certain  provisions  as  from  1st  July,  1956. 

214  letters  together  with  explanatory  literature  regarding  the 
requirements  of  the  new  Regulations  were  sent  out  to  the  Food  traders 
in  the  District  including  Schools,  works  canteens,  clubs  and  licensed 
premises. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  owing  to  pressure  of  other  important  and 
urgent  duties  coupled  with  shortage  of  qualified  staff  that  it  has  not 
been  possible  to  give  sufficient  time  to  the  detailed  requirements  of 
the  Regulations. 

167  visits  and  inspections  were  made  to  food  premises  during  the 
year  as  apart  from  visits  for  the  purpose  of  meat  inspection  which 
will  be  found  later  in  the  report.
